After a time the school was reinstated in 
good standing and there never has heen any 
further trouble with the state board. J. F 
Burkholder, president of the institution, told 
Mr. Arnold several days ago: when he ap- 
peared ac a witness that he knew nothing 
of any fund, raised to help the college get 
into good standing.
